Canada’s Own Duty 


On Canada’s duty to itself, Premier King said: As- 
suming, it is urged, that Canadians like other people 
will put their own interests first, what do our interests 
demand, what amount of knight errantry abroad do our 
resources permit? * * * Canada, it is contended, is 
not a country of unlimited powers; it has not the capa- 
city to stand indefinite strains. * * * We have tre- 
mendous tasks to do at home. In housing the 
people, in caring for the aged and helpless, in relieving 
drought and unemployment, in building roads, in meet- 
ing our heavy burden of debt, in making provision for 
Canada’s defence, and in bringing our standards of liv- 
ing and civilization to the levels our knowledge’ now 
makes possible. * * * There is no great margin of 
realizable wealth for this purpose; we must, to greater 
or less extent, choose between keeping our own house in 
order, and trying to save Europe and Asia. * * * 
The idea that every 20 years this country should auto- 
matically and as a matter of course take part in a war 
overseas for democracy or self-determination of other 
small nations, that a country which has all it can do to 
run itself should feel called upon to save, periodically, 
a continent that cannot run itself, and to these ends 
risk the lives of its people, risk bankruptcy and political 
disunion, seems to many a nightmare and sheer mad- 
ness.

He warned the country that 
ghould Canada have to participate 
in another war “that participation 
could not be passive or formal nor 
could it be unplanned or irrespon- 
sible.”

King. There has been a doubt 
whether His Majesty as King of 


Canada could make a war declara- 
tion involving Canada unless the 
Prime Minister of Canada had so 
recommended. 

Mr, King acknowledged the dif- 
ficulty of this issue, but pointed 
out that to get a legal verdict 
would be to lead some world na- 
tions to the belief that Canada | 
would remain neutral. 

“Canada would not stay out of a 
war merely because we had pro- 
vided unquestioned technical free- 
dom to do so, he said. Our coun-

try's decisions on such vital mat- 
ters will depend on deeper forces; 
they will depend on the thoughts 
and feelings of our people.” 


APPEAL FOR UNITY 

The prime minister made an ap- 
peal for unity. He received in- 
stant response from Hon. R. a. 
Manion, leader of the Conservative 
opposition. 

Dr. Manion, with unusual cour- 
age, came out specifically and defi- 
nitely in support of the prime 
minister’s stand, although he had 
not had time to digest the lengthy 
address of the government leader. 

Very seldom in the Commons 
will an opposition leader say right 
out in meeting that he approves 
what his opposite number has laid 
down. Dr. Manion did so Thurs- 
day and his stock went up consid- 
erably. 

The opposition leader at first | 
spoke quietly but emphatically, 
but when he got into his stride his 
voice rang out. He endorsed the 
prime minister's stand with re- 
spect to conscription, urged fullest 
co-operation with the Empire, with 
voluntary units for service over- 
seas if they so chose. Like Mr. 
King, he felt Canada's first duty 
lay within her own territory. 

Dr. Manion went beyond what 
might have been expected, The 
Conservative Party always looks 
askance at any reference to Can-| 
ada’s association with the United 
States. Dr, Manion endorsed all that | 
Mr. King said with respect to co- 
operation and understanding with 
the U.S. 


ROOSEVELT'S VISIT 

President Roosevelt's visit to 
Canada and his promise last Aus-| 
ust that the United States would | 
not tolerate foreign domination of 
Canadian soi] was aS important an 
event to North America as the 
Munich conference was to Europe. 

Canada in turn owed it to herself 
and to the United States to make 
herself as strong as possible in or- 
der to be ready to defend her own 
territory. 

“T want to emphasize these closer 
and more responsible relations with 
the United States have not in any 
way lessened the intimacy of our 
relations with the United King- 
dom.” 

Mr, King served warning that 
wealth must serve as well as man- 
power. Dr. Manion said the same 
thing. 

Mr, King and Dr, Manion today 
gave the country a lead such as it 
never received before in case of 
stress and anxiety. The “no-con- 
scription” dictum of Mr. King, con- 
curred in by Dr. Manion, disarms 
the Duplessis-Houde trouble-mak- 
ers while their definite declarations 
of Canada's responsibilities toward 
the Empire and the maintenance of 
free institutions and resistance to 
aggression sets at rest the fears of 
the ultra-loyalists. 


Salient parts of the prime min- 
ister's foreign affairs speech are 
textually as follows: 

On Conscription: The present 
government believed conscription of 
men for overseas service would not 
be a necessary or an effective step. 
Let me say that so long as this gov- 
ernment may remain in power no 
such measure will be enacted, 

We have full faith in the readi- 
ness of Canadian men and women to 
rally for the defence of their coun- 
try and their liberties, and to resist 
aggression by any country seeking 
to dominate the world by force. 

There is in our people, in every 

part of Canada, 8 deep sense of 
duty, a power of facing realities, 
@ tenacious courage, that would 
rise to any emergency, ,.. In a 
war to save the liberty of others, 
and thus our own, we should not 
sacrifice our own liberty or our 
Yown unity. 

Planning and co-ordination would 
be essential, but the necessary co- 
ordination could be made, and if 
this government were in power it

would be made, without sacrificing 
those vital ends and conditions of 
our existence. 


Profits could and would be rig- 
idly controlled, and profiteering 
supposed. But men’s lives and 
men’s wills cannot be put on the 
same basis as goods and profits. 


On Canadian participation in war: 
So far as the present government is 
concerned, the position has been 
made clear repeatedly, and there is 
no change in that position today. If 
Canada is faced by the necessity of 
making a decision on the most seri- 
ous and momentous issue that can 
face a nation, whether or not to take 
part in war, the principle of respon- 
sible government which has been 
our guide and our goal for a century 
past, demands that that decision be 
made by the parliament of Canada. 


SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT 


Equally, the system of govern- 
ment we have inherited from Brit- 
ain, of the close and essential rela- 
tions between the legislature and) 
the executive, makes it the duty of 
the government to propose to par- 
liament the course which in regard 
to particular issues it considers 
should be adopted, and to stand or 
fall by the decision. 


It has been contended in some 
quarters that this policy is not suffi- 
ciently definite and absolute. 


What government today, may I 
ask, is making absolute and irre- 
vocable statements of the policy 
it will follow, its people will fol- 
low, regardless of the contingency. 
the issues at stake, the position of 
other countries? 


Speaking as the Prime Minister| 
of Canada, I wish to say that I am 
not prepared any more than is the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain to} 
engage this country by new and 
unspecified commitments operating 
under conditons which cannot now 
be foreseen. 

Canada’s attitude as to automatic 
commitments involving possible or 
actual participation in war has been 
asserted time and again both in 
this parliament and at Geneva. 
Whether it has been in reference 
to the application of sanctions un- 
der Article XVI of the covenant cf 
the League or to participation in 
wars apart altogether from the Lea- 
gue, Canada’s position has been the 
same, namely, that in either case 
the approval of parliament will be 
required. 


POSITION STATED 


At the 17th session of the assemb- 
ly of the League of Nations, in Sep- 
tember, 1936, in the presence of 
British ministers and represent-} 
atives of other nations of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, and of other 
member countries of the League, I 
Stated the position as I then under- 
stood it, very clearly. No excep- 
tion so far as I am aware was taken 
at Geneva, at the time, to that 
Statement nor has exception been 
taken to it since, by any political 


ment of Canada’s position as there- 
in set forth has been drawn to the 
attention of parliament at each sub- 
sequent session, 


T cannot accept the view which 
is being urged in some quarters 
today, that regardless of what 
government or party may be in 
office, regardless of what its pol- 
icy may be, regardless of what 
the issue itself may come to be, 
this country should say here and 
mow that Canadg is prepared to 
support whatever may be propos- 
ed by the government at West- 
minster. 


August, 1938, is as important in 
North American annals as Septem- 
ber was in the annals of Europe. 


U. 8S. IN SUPPORT 


In that month, speaking in King- 
ston, the president of the Unit- 
ed States declared: “. . . The Do- 
minion of Canada is part of the 
sisterhood of the British Empire. 
I give you assurance that the peo- 
ple of the United States will not 
stand idly by if domination of Can- 
adian soil is threatened by any 
other empire... .” As presenting 
what I believed to be the Canadian 
attitude, may I quote part of the 
remarks I made at Woodbridge 
shortly afterwards: 


“, « « We, too, have our obliga- 
tion as a good friendly neighbor, 
and one of them is to see that, at 
our own instance, our country is 
made immune from attack or 
possible invasion ag we can rea- 
sonably be expected te make it, 
and that, should the occasion ever 
arise, enemy forces should not be 
able to pursue their way, either 
by land, sea or air, to the Unit- 
ed States, across Canadian terri- 
tory.” 
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On Neutrality: “It is frequently 
suggested that action should be!

status of neutrality. Or, as it is 
sometimes put, it is urged it should 
be established that the sole advisers 
of His Majesty who can advise him 
to issue a declaration of war as re- 
gards Canada, are His Majesty's 
Canadian advisers. 


NOT OVERLOOKED 

ft should certainly not be over- 
looked that declarations of war have 
in some measure gone out of fashion. 
The proposal would obviously not 
meet the case where no declaration 
of man was made. Nor can it be 


assumed that such declaration would 
necessarily deter the enemy from 
taking immediate hostile action on 
the ground that the general rela- 
tionship between the several mem- 
bers of the commonwealth warrant- 
ed it in regarding all parts as bellig- 
erents. .., I do not myseif think 
that at the present time it is either 
necessary or desirable to seek the 
enactment of such legislation. . . 
In the first place, action to that ef- 
fect, if legislatively possible, would 
be carried through only at the cost 
of passionate controversy and acute 
differences of opinion. Why, I ask, 
divide Canada to provide against a 
contingency that may not arise, or 
if it does arise, may not come until 
the situation has materially chang- 
ed? 

SAME CONSIDERATION 

The same consideration of the 
overwhelming importance of na- 
tional unity which has led this 
government to make premature 
and inappropriate statements of 
possible belligerency prevent it 
from recommending action to de- 
clare possible neutrality. But this 
is not the only consideration 

Action of this nature at this time 
would be aid a..d comfort to any 
country which might be inclined to 
agyressife action against the demo- 
cratic peoples or against the Unit- 
ed Kingdom specifically. 

Such a country would inevitably 
draw the conclusion, whether logi- 
cally well founded or not that our 
seeking, under the present condi- 
tions of the world, the legal power 
to remain neutral, implied a defi- 
nite decision to remain neutral in 
any and every conflict thet country 
might precipitate. 
UNWARRANTED 

That would be a most unwer-| 
ranted conclusion, a most unfor- 
tunate result. 

No country now has or should 
be given any ground for counting 
that in the event of aggression 
against the United Kingdom this 
country has decided to stand 
aloof, decided against taking an 
appropriate part if such a strug- 
gle were thrust ypon her, 

The action suggested is really 
not to the point: I appreciate the 
motives of those who urged such 

action, but I think they exaggerate 
the’ importance of legal forms and | 
formulas. 

Canada’s decision in any case 
that can now be envisaged will 
not be determined by the legal 
position. We would not go into | 
a war merely because of legal | 
uncertainty as to our legal 
powers to stay out. We would 
not stay out of a war merely be- 
cause we had provided unques- 
tioned technical freedom to doso. | 

Our country’s decisions on such 

vital matters, now or later, will de- | 
pend on deeper forces, they will de- | 
pend on the thoughts and feelings 
of our people. 

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 

The Manchuria, Chaco and Ethi- 
opia incidents revealed the un- 
willingness to league members to} 
have recourse to the armed force | 
which was the necessary sanction 
for economic sanctions.

suspicions by persuading one side| 
of the dispute under mediation 
that, in spite of what the respon- 
sible mediator himself was saying 
as to his position, the real inten- | 
tions were something different. 


BRUNT OF DISASTER 


In this connection it is well to 
recall that if these delicate nego- 
tiations had broken down, if the 
mediation had failed, the brunt of 
the disaster, and of the unimagin- 
able sufferings, would have fallen, 
not upon our people and cities, but 
upon the peoples and the cities of 
those countries on the spot whose 
governments were respnsible for 
the conduct of the negotiations, 
and were trying so hard to find 
the way out.

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Much Ado About Nothing 


Five hundred excited young men 
stormed the legislative chamber at Que- 
bee and dislocated the proceedings in or- 
der to tell the members and the Govern- 
ment they did not want to be conscripted. 
The next day the British House of Com- 
mons voted overwhelming support for the 
Chamberlain Government after the Prime 
Minister had said quite definitely he had 
no intention of introducing conscription 
in Britain. The Quebec young men are 
probably asking themselves now what 
they got excited about. 

Conscription in Canada is about as 
remote at present as voluntary enlistment 
in France or Germany. War might con- 
ceivably make it necessary, though that is 
exceedingly improbable. Just now it is 
not on the agenda of things either practic- 
able, necessary or proposed, and is there. 
fore not worth bothering about. Having 
informed the country what they think 
they would do under conditions not likely 
to arise, the demonstrators may now go 
back to Laval and get ready for the more 
imminent menace of the approaching 
examinations. 


This “Out” May Be Needed 


Now comes another, and different, 
proposal regarding the much-discussed 
question of revising the British North 
America Act, otherwise known as the con- 
stitution of Canada. Mr. W. F. O’Connor, 
parliamentary counsel for the Senate, 
says the Act does not need any revising; 
that all the situation calls for is legislation 
passed by the British parliament to say 
the Act means what it says, not what the 
Privy Council back in 1894 misunderstood 
some of the clauses to mean. Subsequent 
decisions, he says, have been based on the 
assumption that this original interpreta- 
tion was correct, which it was not. Hence 
the uncertainty as to the border-line be- 
tween federal and provincial responsi- 
bility. 

If this view is correct—and it comes 
from high legal authority—the country 
has been put to a lot of expense, and en- 
dured a lot of inter-government bickering, 
needlessly. Since a Royal Commission has 
been studying the question for months, 
and revision has been accepted as neces- 
sary procedure by governing authorities 
and the public alike, it will probably be 

tter now to proceed with the re-writing 
of the Act where that is needed, rather 
than take the simpler course proposed. 

Unless the federal and provincial gov- 
ernments get into a hopeless tangle when 
they come to decide where re-writing is 
to be done and with what effect—a con- 
tingency by no means impossible. In that 
event the plan suggested by Mr. O’Con- 
nor will offer a way out of the deadlock. 


Opposition Was Mainly Formal 


The trade agreement with the United 
States was given final approval in the 
House of Commons, only the Conservative 
members voting against it and they only 
because they had to go on record one way 
or the other. It has been under debate for 
weeks, but while Dr. Manion and his fol- 
lowers had plenty of fault to find with de- 
tails, they seemed to be shadow-boxing 
for appearance sake rather than making 
a real fight to kill it. 

There was none of the “last ditch” 
solution shown by their predecessors 
when the reciprocity pact of 1911 was 
brought in, no heroics about the dangers 
of “truck and trade with the Yankees,” 
no frantic appeals to Heaven against the 
menace of “those Yankee dollars,” no dar- 
ing the Government to go to the country 
on the issue. 

By a larger majority than it ever did 
before parliament has declared for tariff- 
reduction and trade expansion, and the 
minority antis were conspicuously less 
hostile than on former occasions. Econ- 
omic nationalism, self-sufficiency, and the 
other catch phrases used to comouflage a 
trade-killing tariff policy, have lost their 
magic for Canadians. 

With the possible exception of the 
Senate majority. The agreement has yet 
to run the gauntlet in the Red Chamber, | 
and there the Conservatives have a ma- 
jority, headed by Hon. Arthur Meighen. | 
What the Old Guard will do it remains to 
be seen. They can hold up the agreement 
if they want to and force an election; with 
no danger to their own seats. But if they 
consult their party friends in the House 
of Commons they likely won't. 
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Bonus for Bonus 


The Budget, published by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, “hits the nail on the head” 
when it declares that western farmers 
would back a proposal to drop all state 
bonusing in Canada, abolish the protective 
tariff, cancel the pegged price for wheat, 
and leave manufacturers and farmers 
alike to fend for themselves in a wide-open 
market. 

This goes to the root of the contro- 
versy over a Government guaranteed 
price for wheat. It is a direct challenge 
to industrialists, and financiers and others 
as well, in eastern Canada who have been 
protesting against a bonus on wheat but 
saying nothing about the tariff-bonus the 
nation pays on manufactured goods be- 
cause of the protective duties. 

There is no danger whatever of the 
challenge being accepted. The bonused 
manufacturer knows a better scheme than 
that. He wants to keep his own state 
aid, even though objecting to an equal 
measure of state aid being given to the 
farmer. He has enjoyed the benefits of 
a protected market without having to help 
subsidize the farmer for having to com- 
pete with the world in foreign wheat mar- 
kets. The situation has changed now, and 
the farmer has to be helped, in some way 
and to some extent. 

- That the manufacturer, and a good 
many others, do not enthuse over the 
change is natural, but it is a situation that 
has to be faced. What about going back 
to the recommendation of the Turgeon 
commission, opening the books for Gov- 
ernment auditors to find out exactly what 
amount of bonus the tariff gives manu- 
facturing industries, and then set the 
pegged price of wheat on that basis? 


Editorial Notes 

Premier Daladier says if Italy has any 
claims against France it will have to pres- 
ent them before they will be considered. 
He is not admitting anything in advance; 
except that France will not give away “a 
foot” of territory or surrender any right 
under threat. One dictator now knows 
where the deadline is. 


The legislature is writing off claims 
for $4,510,000 of provincial money spent 
to make advances of seed grain between 
1918 and 1922, but finds the Dominion un- 
willing to cancel claims for $735,603 of 
federal money advanced for the same pur- 
pose in those years. The reluctance may 
be due to the Dominion having made ad- 
vances in other provinces which would 
also have to be written off the books if 
the precedent were set. It can hardly be 
that Ottawa is optimistic enough to ima- 
gine these twenty-year-old loans will ever 
be paid.

Union Now 
By CLARENCE K. STREIT 


“After Munich—What?” That is the question 
that everyone who reads his daily newspaper has 
been asking himself ever since last autumn. Fitly 
encugh, an American newspaper reporter, Clar- 
ence H. Sireit, has found an answer which he 
sets forth in his book “Union Now.” His proposal 
is immediate union of the fifteen Democracies, 
for he believes that world stability can come only 
through the Democracies. 

The essence of his solution for world unrest 
is that the 15 Democracies—to wit: the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Canada, the Neth- 
etlands, Belgium, Australia, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Denmark, Finland, Ireland, Norway, 
South Africa and New Zealand, leaving out India 
and other colonies—unite. It is the failure of 
the Democracies to act rather than the acts of the 
dictators which threatens the world daily with 
disorder, Mr. Streit believes. 

Mr. Streit points out that no one of these 15 
nations has been at war with any other for more 
than 100 years, and that none of them are living 
in fear of attack from each other. He proves 
that in spite of minor social and other differ- 
ences, they are all fundamentally alike in their 
outlook on life, their desire for personal liberty, 
spiritual and intellectual freedom, and an ability 
to govern themselves instead of being governed.

Canada Paying Its Debts 


During the past five years, Canada’s inter- 
national transactions on current account have 
produced a net credit approaching $1,000,000,000, 
In other words, receipts from abroad arising 
from merchandise exports, gold shipments, 
tourist trade, interest and dividends, etc. ex- 
ceeded corresponding payments abroad by this 
amount. This is a substantially larger blance 
than that of 1924 to 1928—the other period in our 
history when our international accounts showed 
a persistent surplus. It is also of interest to note 
that this recent. credit balance has been greater 
than that of any other country, with the single 
exception of the United States. 

This surplus has been utilized in the main to 
reduce Canada’s foreign indebtedness and only 
to a limited extent to increase her external in- 
vestments and other assets. In short, this coun- 
try, which for so long was a heavy borrower in 
New York and London, is now repaying its ex- 
ternal debts on a very considerable scale. In a 
purely financial sense, this is of course a healthy 
development which might be regarded as the 
natural result of the growing maturity of the 
Canadian economy. It should be observed, how- 
ever, that the large size of our credit balance is in 
part a direct reflection of a low level of imports. 
This in turn is mainly attributable to the fact 
that Canada has not achieved a full recovery of 
business—that the volume of new investment and 
hence the demand for capital goods have re- 
mained comparatively restricted. In other words, 
we have been repaying debts abroad at a time 
of only partial recovery at home. The cause of 
this situation is probably to be found in the 
world-wide condition of uncertainty arising from 
the intensification of economic and political 
nationalism.—Bank of Nova Scotia. 


One-Crop Farming !s Gone

We might as well face it. 

The great European market, which took off 
our hands vast surpluses of farm products in the 
1920s, is gone forever. 

It never did exist, really, because during the 
World War the need was abnormal, and after- 
ward the trade was largely supported by huge 
loans. 

Ever since the war, men have been dreaming 
of the return of this market to a “normal” which 
never was normal. Desperate moves toward 
self-sufficiency by all European countries, the 
rise of new and competing producing areas, the 
walling up of trade areas by totalitarian coun- 
tries—all these have combined to destroy a mar- 
ket which once took the products of 50,000,000 
acres of American farm land. 

Secretary Wallace admits that this market is 
gone forever. The present trade difficulty with 
Germany, while it will cut down German imports 
here, will also further reduce export of cotton, 
for which Germany was a good customer. Over- 
whelming surpluses of cotton will continue to 
pile up. 

There are two ways of facing this problem. 
One is to develop, insofar as possible, markets in 
the western hemisphere to replace those lost in 
Europe. Secretary Wallace is hard at work on 
this, and it is possible that some good can be 
accomplished in this way. But it will take time, 
planning, and government money. 

Another approach is more immediate and 
more direct. Farmers in one-crop areas are be- 
ginning to realize that the great Eyropean export 
market is lost for good. 

There is not, and cannot be, any permanent 
future in producing for a market that is gone, 
despite any generosity the government can mus- 
ter. More and more such farmers, directed by 
wise and forward-looking local leaders, espe- 
cially in the south, are turning to crop diversifi- 
cation, raising vegetables, or dairying, to supply 
things now generally missing from the diet of the 
people. 

A manufacturer who stubbornly went on 
building 42-cylinder automobiles that nobody 
could buy, and piling them up in a warehouse, 
would be considered cracked. But a farmer who 
continues to raise cotton and wheat that nobody 
can buy is just unfortunate. 

More and more of them are thinking hard 
about raising things that people can buy. The 
soy bean has gone from a novelty into an im- 
portant staple within 10 years. Many a darmer 
has found that well-tended woodland on his farm 
yielded him more than fields of unwanted crops. 
The domestic need for vegetables and dairy pro- 
ducts in many regions has never been supplied 
at all. 

Before the problem can be solved it must be 
faced. Realization that the European markets 
of the 1920s are gone forever is the first step. 


Labor Laws 

Labor laws in Canada have been compiled by 
the Dominion Department of Labor at Ottawa 
in a report recently issued. Comprising some 
50 pages, the volume contains the text, in full or 
abridged, of the Dominion and provincial statutes 
directly affecting workpeople which were on the 
statute-books at December 31, 1937. Certain 
social legislation, such as old age pensions and 
mothers’ allowances, is given in summary form. 


The Passing Show

Edmonton has produced several noteworthy 
musicians, a leading director of Hollywood pic- 
tures, a promising playwright, and now is being 
named in London art circles for having produced 
a promising young artist. Eric Freifeld, dark- 
haired, blue-eyed, handsome and boyish, has 

held a “one-man exhibition,” 
HONORS COME and had his work accepted by 
TO EDMONTON the New English Art Club, all 

before he has reached his 21st 
birthday. Russian by birth, Eric Freifeld came 
to Alberta as a child of five. He started painting 
at six, Always he nursed the ambition to be an 
artist. After he quit high-school at seventeen, he 
washed dishes in a Chinese restaurant till he got 
a job as usher in a moving picture house, His 
Spare time was devoted to painting. 

A year ago, Eric set out to seek a place in the 
art world. He journeyed from Edmonton to 
Toronto on a cattle train and hitch-hiked the 
remainder of the way to Montreal. To Glasgow 
he went, working his passage on a cattle ship. 

After the round of the galleries in the Scot- 
tish city he went to London, spent a month doing 
the galleries and joined the life class at St. Mar- 
tin’s School of Art. He was induced to enter a 
water color, titled “Prelude Vancouver” in the 
New English Art Club exhibition, where it was 
hung beside paintings by Augustus John and 
Wyndham Lewis, He was the youngest exhibitor 
in the show. 

Critics remark on the maturity shown in his 
work in the thirty-nine water-colors in his “one- 
man exhibition.” Many of them are of Canadian 
scenes—groups of shacks on the prairies, frame 
buildings on the out-skirts of Edmonton, boat 
scenes along the Vancouver waterfront—all of 
admirable composition and with an extraordin- 
ary feeling for color. A painting of Waterloo 
station in London is being much commented on. 
Critics find it difficult to believe that the artist is 
self-taught.

Being assured by a psychiatrist that the youth 
was not feeble-minded, the judge assisted the 
would-be Rev. Mr. Foskey by sending him down 
for a five-year course among the fallen.

Here's another curious case in this fascinating 
study of mankind. Monsieur Louis Zandotti of 
Lyons, France, wished to take his wife for a 
drive in his car in the cool of the evening. Mme. 
Zandotti begged off, saying she felt too unwell 
to go out, and would prefer to stay quietly at 
home. A couple of hours later, 
M. Zandotti was driving down a 
quiet street when the lights of 
his car picked out his wife, 
blithely crossing the street, arm in arm with an- 
other man. He turned his car into the couple, 
crushing them against a wall, and injuring each 
seriously. 

M. Zandotti was arrested. The Correctional 
Court ignored a charge of assault with intent to 
kill, but found him guilty of assault. He was 
given a sentence of ten months in prison, which 
was later suspended, and ordered to pay damages 
to the injured man. 

M. Zandotti carried full auto insurance. He 
called upon the insurance company to pay the 
damages. The insurance company said “No; this 
was no accident”—and cited the criminal convic- 
tion as proof. Finally the dispute reached the 
Court of Appeals, when M. Zandotti appealed 
against his conviction. 

The Court of Appeals upheld M. Zandotti’s 
conviction for assault, but in the civil suit held 
also that the affair was an accident for which the 
insurance company was liable. 

The only clear lesson is that one had better 
not go strolling with another man’s bed-ridden 
wife in France—or elsewhere for that matter.

Leeague Not Fascist 


Editor, Bulletin: In the interests 
of truth and British fair play I trust 
you will allow me sufficient space 
to make the following brief reply 
to statements made by Mr. “Anti- 
Fascist” of Sutherland Rooms, in 
his letter to you published in the 
Bulletin on Saturday, March 25, 
1939: 

1. I have never at any time either 
personally or as president of the 
Ukrainian Self-Reliance League en- 
couraged, supported or associated 
myself in any manner whatsoever 
with any movement which was 
known or suspected to have any 
Fascist or other anti-democratic 
aims or tendencies. 

2. The Ukrainian Self-Reliance 
League is an organization separate, 
distinct and independent of any or- 
ganization or organizations in Can- 
ada which may be sympathetic to 
any movement favoring forms of 
government other than democratic 
and the League as such has never 
supported or associated itself with 
such organizations in any way, 
shape or form. 

3. It is wholly untrue that the 
Ukrainian Self-Reliance League is 
pro-fascist as Mr. “Anti-Fascist” 
says. The official organ of the 
League is the “Ukrainian Voice,” a 
leading Ukrainian weekly pub- 
lished in Winnipeg, and the views 
expressed in its editorial pages are 
the views of the league. I challenge 
Mr. “Anti-Fascist” to quote a single 
article or paragraph from its pages 
which directly or by implication 
favors fascism or communism or any 
other form of dictatorship. On the 
contrary, the Ukrainian Voice and 
the League has always vigorously 
and consistently opposed all anti- 
democratic movements in Canada 
and elsewhere. 

4. The members of the League 


have met in annual conventions 
ever since 1927 and during almost 
every convention resolutions were 
passed denouncing or deprecating 
every form of dictatorship be it 
communism or fascism and re- 
affirming their unwavering belief in 
and loyalty to British democratic 
principles. These resolutions were 
published in the official organ of the 
League and are matters of public 
record, 

5. I presume that every decent, 
loyal Canadian citizen is as much 
anti-communist as anti-fascist. Why 


doesn’t Mr. “Anti-Fascist” tell us 
that he is also anti-communist? 

I suggest that it would heve been 
manly on the part of Mr. Anti- 
Fascist” to have signed his name to 


his letter. All decent and truthful 
people would.

On This Date 


By FRED WILLIAMS 


Seventy-one years ago today, 
(March 31, 1868), Hon George E, 
Cartier, first minister of militia of 
the dominion, presented the first 
militia bill of the new confederation 
to the House of Commons. He spoke 
for five hours explaining the basis 
of what he considered necessary 
for Canadian defence. His policy 
was a national one, that Canada 
should depend upon itself for pro- 
tection in ordinary times and for 
that reason he sought to strengthen 
the militia organization and to form 
the nucleus of a naval militia. 

“When we are united the enemy 
will know that if he attacks any 
province of Canada he will have to 
deal with the combined forces of 
the Empire .. . When we have or- 
ganized a system of defence suit- 
able for our mutual protection,Eng- 
land will not fail us in case of need, 
either in soldiers or in money,” 
Cartier orated. 

The Cartier Militia bill, in pro- 
portion to the very small population 
of the Canada of that day when 
compared with that of 1939, impos- 
ed a far greater expenditure per 
capita than is now asked. 

Here is another passage from this 
historic Cartier speech worth ree 
calling today: 

“No people can lay claim to the 
title of a nation if it does not pos- 
sess a military element—the means 
of defence.” 

After laying stress upon the op- 
portunity for the naval militia, 
(which, for some reason, was not 
proceeded with until the Laurier 
Naval bill in 1910). Mr. Cartier said: 

“This law will show strangers 
that we are determined to live 
under the protection of the British 
crown.” 

His great successor, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, creator of the Canadian 
navy, made no reservation: “When 
Britain is at war, Canada is at war.” 
Is the present generation to be less 
nationally minded than were Car- 
tier and Laurier?

“I sat South. East dealt and open- 
@d with one spade. I passed with 
hopes of ¢racking down later.

East decided to await developments 
and passed, TI, figuring my partner 
for a long, nearly solid club suit, to 
which he could run, and probably 
an outside king, bid two no trump. 
West doubled. North passed, East 
passed and J redoubled. West paas- 
ed. North bid three clubs and all 
Passed. 

“My reasoning was this: Partner 
evidently had pulled one of his 
weird take-out doubles and had no 
entry in his hand outside of the club 
suit. Therefore I saw myself play 
ing all the cards from my own hand 
at no trump and, if I bid three no 
trump, getting doubled again, taking 
a wicked set. 

Partner took it on the chin plenty 
at three clubs and raved that I 
couldn't possibly leave him in the 
contract. My lady fair who sat be- 
side me and who is really one of my 
favorite partners said succinctly 
what she would have done to me 
had I left her in with three clubs 
with my hand. (My opponents, 
however, were very gracious about 
the whole thing.) What really got) 
under my skin was that North was 
unwilling to give me credit for any 
brains and to trust my redouble of 
two no trump. I shall be happy to 
have your critical analysis. 

“W.P.H., Boston.” 

What happened on this hand is 
what happens every time a player 
fluctuates between optimism and 
pessimism. North’s take-out double 
was, of course, horrible. Undoubt- 
edly he realized this fact and, when 
South's two no trump response was 
doubled and redoubled, just couldn't 
stand the gaff. I cannot say that I 
blame him for feeling that such a 
contract might meet a fate worse 
than death, but the point is that he 
should have thought of that in the 
first place. 

I must say, however, that t don't 
know exactly what caused the con- 
troversy between North and South, 
fince the penalty could not have 
been very bad. Three clubs was not 
doubled and at 100 points a trick 
there should have been no holo- 
caust. It is interesting to note that 
the one good contract available to 
North-South was virtually impos- 
sible to reach by logical bidding 
methods. I refer, of course, to 
hearts. Looking at the combined

Firet Reverse Shown From 
Former Steady 
Gains 

OTTAWA, March 31—A drop 
of $16,154,885 in opera reve- 
ues of the Canadian National 
Railways last year—first reverse 
from the slow, steady annual in- 
ereases recorded since 1933—is 
reflected in an $11,968,327 increase 
in the year's deficit, despite oper- 
ating economies, according to the 
C.N.R. annual report for the cal- 
endar year 1938 tabled in the 
House of Commons Thursday by 
Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
transport. 

Cash deficit for the year was 
shown to be $54,314,195, compared 
to $42,345,867 in 1937. 

“While the decline in business in 
1938 was a continuance of the gen- 
eral recession which started in the 
latter part of 1937, the prospects 
for 1939 are more favorable since 
there is indication that the im- 
provement in conditions experi- 
enced late in 1938 will continue,” 
said S, J. Hungerford, C.N.R. chair- 
man and president, in the report. 


U_ 8. INFLUENCE 

“The influence of the present im- 
provement in the United States 
will also be felt by the Canadian 
National Railways.” 

Mr, Hungerford said the 1938 
situation was not peculiar to Can- 
ada. U.S, railroads suffered one of 
the worst years in their history. 
British Railway revenues slumped 
60 as to cause concern, 

Operating revenues in 1938 were 
listed at $182,241,722, while operat- 
ing expenses were $176,175,311, the 
latter being $4,613,546 less than 
1937. Restoration of basic wages 
added $6,082,000 to operating ex- 
penses during the year and higher 
prices for materials added $900,000 
to costs. Apart from these two feat- 
ures operating expenses were rc- 
duced $11,600,000 from the previous | 
year. 

FREIGHT REVENUES 

Freight revenues decreased by 
$14,026,556 or 9.1 per cent althougn 
grain tonnage increased 40.5 | 


cent or by 1,446,850 tons. Passenger 
revenues declined 4.5 per cent or by 
$847,918, 

Rolling stock purchased or built 
during the year is reported as: eight 
locomotives; 2,310 box cars, 25 coal 
cars, 61 baggage cars; six dining 
cars; five mail and express cars; 
one buffet sleeping car; 26 snow 
plows and 11 miscellaneous work 
units. 

Rolling stock retired during the} 
year included: 50 locomotives; 5,383 
freight cars; eight passenger cars 
and 300 work units. During 1938, 
148 additional air-conditioned pas- 
senger train cars were placed in 
service. The total number of such 
units at the close of the year was 
401, The 1939 program provides for 
an additional 92 units.

the end of the year was 6,913. Em- 
ployees pensioned during the year 
numbered 991, and 365 pensioners 
died, Pension cost to the railway 
was $4,159,798 in 1938. 


Canadian National 


Steamships Show Increase 


OTTAWA, March 31.—The an- 
annual jmprovement in the business 
of the Canadian National (West In- 
dies) Steamships, Limited, during 
the last three years, was further 
extended in 1938, S. J. Hungerford, 
president, states in the annual re- 
port of the company submitted on 
behalf of the board of directors and 
tabled in the House of Commons 
today by Honorable C. D. Howe, 
minister of transport. The com- 
company had an operating profit 
of $746,239, an increase of $87,702 
over 1937. 

Gross operating revenues were 
$4,915,355 against $4,676,684 in 1937, 
an increase of $238,671, operating 
expenses were $4,169,115 against 
$4,018,146, an increase of $150,969. 
The increase in operating expenses 
was 3.76 per cent, as compared 
with an increase of 5.10 per cent 
in revenue. The increased operat- 
ing expenses were’due to the han- 
dling of additional business and 
the restoration of basic rates of 


pay. 


Stranded Pine 
Creek Victims 
To Get Supplies 


DAWSON CREEK, B.C., March 
31.—Milo Durney, victim of a flood 
which swept the tiny settlement of 
East Pine in the Peace River block 
of British Columbia last Saturday 
and claimed eight lives, was 
brought to hobpital here suffering 
from penumonia. It was not known 
if his condition was serious. 

British Columbia police made 
several trips to the north side of 
the Pine River on ‘ice yesterday 
carrying 500 pounds of supplies 

They have gathered all the wire 
and rope possible and are rigging 
a cable down the river, which will 
assure supplies for those 
stranded on the north side.
